HOUGH quieter than the factory 

which produced 223,000 Leathernecks 
during World War II, the Marine Corps 
Recruit Depot, San Diego, Calif., still con- 
centrates on the conversion of civilian 
youth into 
skilled, coopera- 
tive members of 
a fighting team. 
Detraining at 
San Diego’s Un- 
ion Station, first 
enlistees from 
recruiting offices 
west of the Mis- 
sissippi River are 
shuttled, by bus, 
three miles west- 
ward along U.S. 
Highway 101 to 
join the Depot 
command. In 
1949, three thou- 
sand recruits 
made this trip, and began the ten weeks 
of intensive schooling without which no 
Marine reaches regular duty status. 

Ideally situated, climate-wise, for its 
teaching function, the 493-acre Depot, 
bound by Highway 101, Barnett Avenue, 
and the runways of Lindberg Municipal 
Airport, schools the recruit for ten weeks. 
From the time he leaves Receiving Bar- 
racks, First Recruiting Training Bat- 
talion, as a member of a recruit platoon, 
until he graduates two‘ and one-half 
Months later, the trainee lives by the 
stern regimen put forth by the Recruit 
Training Schedule. This “Bible” of recruit 
training accounts for almost every 
minute of the trainee’s time between 0530 
and 2130, six days a week. 

For a platoon of fifty to seventy re- 
cruits performing close order drill on the 
twenty-nine acres of asphalt-paved pa- 
Tade ground, a quota of three drill in- 
structors is considered ideal at San 
Diego,

Discussed Before Senate Committee 


In testimony before the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, General Omar N. 
Bradley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, declared that our Army, Navy and 
Air Force are not sufficient now to fight a 
major war, and will not be adequate for 
such a calamity by the end of the next 
fiscal year. 

General Bradley, however, added that 
we would be able to achieve the necessary 
strength to prevent a disastrous attack 
from crippling the nation. With our forces 
in being, our mobilization base, and the 
forces and potential of friendly countries, 
the general believes, we will be able to 
win a war, if it comes. 

The Chairman of the Joint Chiefs ap- 
peared on 15 March at a closed meeting of 
the Senate Appropriations sub-committee, 





considering Department of Defense ap- 
propriations for the Fiscal Year 1951, but 
his testimony, with that of other officials 
of the Military Establishment, has just 
been released for publication. 

Other witnesses included Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson, Secretary of the 
Navy Francis P. Matthews, former Air 
Secretary W. Stuart Symington, General 
J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff; 
Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations; General Hoyt S. Van- 
denberg, Air Chief of Staff, and several 
high ranking civilian and military officials 
of the Services. 

Secretary Johnson made a general 
statement, outlining the main features of

New Weapons in the Making 

From informed sources this week came 
news of highly important advances in de- 
fensive weapons, particularly those de- 
signed for use against tanks, aircraft, and 
heavy troop concentrations. 

These developments indicate that with- 
in two to five years American munitions 
plants will have in production a series of 
new weapons, of great accuracy and effec- 
tiveness, that will tend to swing the bal- 
ance of power from the offense to the de- 
fense. Such weapons would be of particu- 
lar value to the democracies of Western 
Europe, since their successful employ- 
ment would offset the numerical advan- 
tage of a potential aggressor. 

Anti-tank weapons now in the process 
of development hold great promise. In 
this group are improved bazookas, recoil- 
less weapons up to 105 mm, and the util- 
ization of the shaped charge to effect 
much greater penetration. Projectiles 
have been developed that will stop any 
tank they hit at ranges from 75 to 2,000 
yards. 

Research scientists are hopeful of per- 
fecting fuses to give a much higher de- 
gree of accuracy to weapons employing 
the shaped-charge type of ammunition. 
The shaped charge was developed late in 
World War II. It explodes on striking the 
target and the force of the explosion, in- 
stead of being dispersed, is concentrated 
at one point, giving it tremendous pene- 
trating power. 

Utilization of such weapons against a 
tank attack could be of tremendous value 
in the defense of Western Europe. Rus- 
sia has some 40,000 tanks, and it would be 
difficult, if not impossible, for the western 
powers to match tank for tank. The 
United States, for example, has 6,000 
tanks, and the other democracies far 
fewer. The anti-tank weapons now in the 
course of development are relatively in- 
expensive and could be employed in a 
highly mobile reserve to counter any 
thrust. 

One difficulty with the shaped charge 
has been the fact that its effectiveness is

Selected for Temp. Lt. Cols. 

The U.S. Air Force released on 15 June 
the names of 108 officers who have been 
placed on a selected list for promotion to 
the temporary grade of lieutenant colonel 
as vacancies in that rank occur.

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Deduction Plan for 
Pensions Discussed 


The Kilday bill for setting up a con- 
tributory plan for the payment of bene- 
fits to widows and orphans of Service 
personnel was taken up by his subcom- 
mittee of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee this week. ; 

Witnesses representing the Army, Navy, 
and Air Force endorsed the proposal and 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) told THE 
JOURNAL he expects to get a bill out of 
the Committee and through the House. 
President Truman was reported as fa- 
voring such a plan of contributory pay- 
ments. 

Under the plan monthly deductions 
would be made from the pay of active 
duty personnel ranging from 50 cents a 
month for the lowest three enlisted 
grades to $12 a month for the top com- 
missioned grade, (higher for those re- 
ceiving incentive pay). If the service per- 
son should die while on active duty pay- 
ments would be made to his legal sur- 
vivors based on the amount of his active 
duty pay. For example the widow of a 
seaman first class would receive about 
$300 a year, with $360 additional for each 
minor child ($900 limit for three children). 
The widow of a major general or a rear 
admiral of the upper half with 30 years’ 
service would receive $4,297 annually 
plus children’s benefits. 

For those in the service at the time 
the bill is enacted, participation in the 
plan would be voluntary, while those 
who enter the services subsequently 
“shall be deemed to consent” to the de- 
ductions, - 

Retired personnel would have the op- 
tion of participating by refunding part of 
their retired pay on an actuarial basis. 

The hearings began 12 June with the 
following witnesses favoring the plan: 
Vice Adm. J. W. Roper, Chief, Bureau of 
Personnel, U. S. Navy; Admiral William 
M. Fechteler, Commander of the Atlantic 
Fleet; Maj. Gen. Clovis E. Byers, Deputy 
Assistant Chief, G-1, U. S. Army; Maj. 
Gen. R. E. Nugent, U. S. Air Force; and 
Capt. Joe Hoyt, Bureau of Personnel, U. 
S. Navy. Hearings were continued the 
next day, when testimony was heard 
from Capt. John A. Bond of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and Dr. Eugene A. 
Gillis of the Public Health Service, after 
which the matter was put over until the 
meeting scheduled for 16 June. 

Admiral Fechteler, whose experience in 
the Bureau of Personnel and on joint 
service personnel boards, made him an 
advocate of the plan, came from his post 
in the Atlantic to give his support. He 
said that he had conducted surveys in 
his command during which 1,611 persons 
were interviewed, with 72 per cent sig- 
nifying their willingness to have deduc- 
tions made for survivors benefits. Of the 
28 per cent who did not want the deduc- 
tions, he said, 83 per cent were single and 
under 21 years of age. 

Captain Hoyt explained that the bill

The Secretary included in his statement 
Chapter IV of his previously released 
semi-annual report to Congress, which 
dealt with savings, absorbed costs and 
reductions effected under his economy 
program. 

With reference to National Security Mr. 
Johnson was particularly enthusiastic. He 
said: 

“We are farther ahead than ever in our 
peacetime history. We are tailoring our 
defense to fit today’s situation. We are 
getting into condition. We are converting 
fat to muscle. We are releasing civilians 
and men in uniform, whose jobs do not 
contribute directly to National Defense. 
By getting rid of what we no longer 
need we get that much more money with 
which to meet our pressing requirements 
for combat forces. We are taking officers 
away from desks and assigning them to 
the field for combat training. We are ap- 
proaching the problem of reserves realis- 
tically, and are setting up a strong nu- 
cleus, capable of orderly, rapid expansion 
in an emergency. We are getting more de- 
fense value out of every appropriated 
dollar than ever before.” 

Because of savings effected during the 
current year, the Secretary pointed out, 
plans for 1951 have been modified to pro- 
vide more powerful military forces within 
the same dollar requirements. 

As compared with estimates made by 
the military departments last summer, 
Naval strength has been increased by 
three attack carriers, three carrier air 
groups, one cruiser, and one battleship 
in reduced commission. There will be two 
Marine divisions, instead of six battalion 
landing teams. 

The Army will be organized in 10 divi- 
sions, instead of 9, and will have two ad- 
ditional anti-aircraft battalions. The Air 
Force will increase the number of planes 
in three additional bomber groups. 

Following Mr. Johnson, Assistant De- 
fense Secretary W. J. McNeil made a de- 
tailed analysis of the Defense Budget. 
Some of the Senators appeared to have 
difficulty following the intricacies of budg- 
etary procedure, particularly in differen- 
tiating between cash obligations and pro- 
curement authorizations. 

General Bradley devoted his statement 
largely to a general review of our mili- 
tary capabilities. He said we were slowly 
building our Armed Forces back to war- 
time standards in training and ability, 
though not in size. 

Our Air Force, General Bradley said, 
is not as big as it might be, but its 48 
groups are in many respects stronger than 
two years ago. He referred to the singular 
accomplishment of the Army in providing 
10 divisions, plus necessary regimental 
combat teams, within the limitations of 
the budget. 

The General said that Secretary Mat- 
thews and Admiral Sherman are doing a 
fine job in preparing the Fleet and the 
Naval forces, and particularly in solving 
the submarine problem. 

Much of General Bradley’s testimony 
was devoted to emphasizing the impor- 
tance of our association with the other 
Atlantic Pact nations in the Mutual De- 
fense Assistance Program. He said it was 
vital that the forces of the other nations 
contribute as much as possible to collec- 
tive security. 

“Our present thinking on our own con- 
tribution,” General Bradley continued, “is 
to build up gradually our forces in being 
to a strength which can prevent disaster, 
in the event we are attacked, and which 
can strike a retaliatory blow that will be 
strong enough to slow down the aggres- 
sor, while we mobilize. 





“Beyond that point, we must rely on the 
tremendous power of our industrial po- 
tential, our reserve forces, our military 
educational system—in fact, what we 
term our mobilization base—ultimately to 
win a war, if it is thrust upon us. This is 
a risk that we take.” 

Replying to a question from Senator 
William F. Knowland (R-Calif.), General 
Bradley said that in the event of a con- 
flict in the Pacific he believed we would 
automatically coordinate our efforts with 
those of Australia and New Zealand. So 
far as direct discussion with them on the 
common defense, he said, nothing had 
been done. As it was a political matter, he 
assumed it would be handled by a polit- 
ical branch of the Government. 

General Bradley reiterated that the 
eventual strength of our country de- 
pended on our industrial capacity. He said 
we would be doing a disservice to advo- 
cate a military budget of $30 to $40 billion. 
He said we should not spend the country 
into economic collapse and spoil our in- 
dustrial potential. 

At the same time, the general said he 
would not gag over a little deficit spend- 
ing. Since we spent $300 billion trying 
to win the war he did not think it so 
serious to go in the hole $3 or $4 billion 
trying to win the peace. 

General Eisenhower appeared before 
the committee on 29 March. Because of 
the unusual interest in his statement the 
committee departed from its usual pro- 
cedure and opened the session to the pub- 
lic. General Eisenhower’s testimony was 
widely reported at the time. 

The general suggested that about $500 
million be added to the Military Budget 
to cover such items as strengthening the 
garrisons in Alaska, modernization of air- 
craft and Army equipment, reinforcing 
anti-submarine facilities, and for intelli- 
gence activities and industrial mobiliza- 
tion. 

Subsequently on 26 April Secretary 
Johnson again went before the committee 
to discuss General Eisenhower’s recom- 
mendations, and to request additional 
funds. Mr. Johnson asked that $300 mil- 
lion in contract authorizations be added 
for aircraft procurement—$200 million for 
the Air Force, and $100 million for Naval 
Aviation—and that $50 million additional 
cash be provided for conversion and op- 
eration of destroyers and small ships re- 
quired for anti-submarine defense. He 
also recommended that $203 million for 
general supplies, eliminated by the House 
Committee, be restored to the Appropria- 
tions Bill. 

Former Secretary of the Air Force 
Symington told the committee that from 
a military viewpoint the 70-Group Air 
Program was essential to minimum Na- 
tional Security, but because of economic 
considerations the Air Force, without 
reservations, supports fully the more 
limited administration program as called 
for in the National Budget. 

General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air Chief 
of Staff, warned that the period of inter- 
continental warfare is now at hand, and 
that Russia will soon be capable of 
launching an atomic attack in significant 
strength. Our primary effort, he said, 
must be to survive the atomic phase of 
future warfare, and to maintain in readi- 
ness a retaliatory striking force. 

When Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, 
Chief of Naval Operations, testified he 
was closely questioned as to why Capt. 
John Crommelin, since retired, was placed 
on a half-pay status, and why Rear Adm. 
Joel T. Boone was relieved from duty as 
medical adviser in the Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense. Admiral Sherman as- 
sured the senators that the action in each 
case was wholly unrelated to any testi- 
mony given by these officers at Congres- 





sional hearings. 

While considering medical appropria- 
tions the committee devoted a great deal 
of attention to the recent order of the 
Secretary of Defense closing several mili- 
tary hospitals and curtailing the activities 
of others. During the session Dr. Paul B. 
Magnuson, Chief Medical Director of the 
Veterans’ Administration, was asked to 
explain why his agency could not take 
over discontinued medical installations of 
the Army and Navy, instead of building 
new hospitals. He said that several of 
these hospitals were so located as to make 
staffing them extremely difficult, that they 
would be much more expensive to operate 
than modern, multi-story installations, 
and that some constituted fire hazards.

Air Under Secretary 

John A. McCone was sworn in as Un- 
der Secretary of the Air Force 15 June. 
The oath of office was administered by 
Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. 
Finletter in a ceremony held at USAF 
Headquarters at the Pentagon. 

Attending the swearing-in ceremonies 
were Mrs. Rosemary McCone, wife of the 
new Under Secretary; top ranking civil- 
ian and military officials of the Air Force, 
and other ranking government officials. 

Following the oath of office, Secretary 
Finletter made the following statement: 

“‘Mr. McCone as Under Secretary will serve 
as deputy to the Secretary of the Air Force 
in all matters. His jurisdiction will be as 
wide as the jurisdiction of the Air Force. He 
will share with the Secretary the responsi- 
bility for the general supervision and opera- 
tion of the Department of the Air Force, in- 
cluding procurement and related matters, 
previously the major responsibility of the 
Under Secretary’s Office.’’ 

Mr. McCone, Los Angeles business ex- 
ecutive, was a member of the President’s 
Air Policy Commission, which Air Secre- 
tary Thomas K. Finletter headed as 
chairman. In this post, Mr. McCone 
worked closely with Mr. Finletter in the 
drafting, particularly on the military 
phases, of the Commission’s report, “Sur- 
vival in the Air Age,” issued on 1 Jan. 
1948. 

Mr. McCone formed the Bechtel-Mc- 
Cone Corporation of Los Angeles, a firm 
engaged in the design, engineering. and 
construction of process plants, refineries 
and power plants in 1937. A major project 
of the Bechtel-McCone Corporation was 
the building of the Birmingham Modifi- 
cation Center at Birmingham, Alabama, 
for modification of B-24s and B-29s in 
World War II. It was one of the largest 
modification centers operated by the Air 
Force during the war. 

Mr. McCone also has been President 
and Director of Joshua Hendy Corpora- 
tion, Los Angeles; Chairman of the 
Board, Pacific Far East Line, Inc., San 
Francisco, and a Director of the Indus- 
trial Indemnity Company, of San Fran- 
cisco.

Physical Disability 

Revised payments for Navy personnel 
retired for physical disability will prob- 
ably be in the mail within a matter of 
days. 

The first “selection” letters, permitting 
personnel to elect whether they wish to 
receive pay under the new Career Com- 
pensation Act or the old pay act, were 
mailed out during the first week in June 
to about 600 persons. The completed let- 
ters are now beginning to “trickle back 
in,” the Navy said this week, and per- 
sonnel who have completed the forms cor- 
rectly will be paid as soon as their ac- 
counts can be processed. 

In addition, between 400 and 500 letters 
were mailed out this week, and the rate 
will be manitained at the same approxi- 
mate weekly rate until such time as all 
physically retired personnel have been 
advised of their disability percentage un- 
der the new act. 

The Navy indicated that the reason it 
had fallen somewhat behind the other 
services in making initial payments was 
due partly to the plan to assure earliest 
payments to those persons who had been 
retired longest, and to establish an even 
flow for the remaining personnel.

Veterinarians Role 


“The veterinary profession must be on 
the alert and keep step with changing 
conditions if we are to continue to con- 
tribute to the economic stability and to 
the general welfare and security of our 
free nation,” Brig. Gen. J. A. McCallam 
said in an after-dinner speech at Ohio 
State University, Columbus, Ohio, 6 June. 
General McCallam, chief of the Veteri- 
nary Division, Army Surgeon General’s 
Office, was guest speaker at the Annual 
Conference of Veterinarians. 

“I am convinced,” General McCallam 
said, “that in any attack directed against 
the United States the veterinary profes- 
sion will find its services not only required 
but demanded. In the large cities which 
will most likely be the primary targets in 
any atomic attack, stockyards, slaughter- 
houses, cold storage warehouses, and 
other storehouses of animal foods may 
well be within the target area. Veterinary 
service will be required not only to treat 
injured animals, but also to determine 
which animals should be slaughtered and 
which could be used for food.” 





The Lorraine Campaign 


Dr. Hugh M. Cole, wartime historian of 
the Third Army, and former professor of 
Military History at Chicago University, 
has written “The Lorraine Campaign,” a 
narrative record of the combat operations 
of General Patton’s Third Army in the 
1944 drive to the Siegfried Line. 

The volume will be available from the 
Government Printing Office. First editions 
are now on the presses and should be 
ready by July.

decreased by the high rotation resulting 
from the rifling in conventional artillery, 
Progress is being made in achieving a 
slower rate of rotation, and in stabilizing 
the projectile by the use of fins. 

Another type of anti-tank ammunition 
now in the process of development is the 
so-called squash-head projectile. On strik. 
ing a tank this ammunition explodes, 
causing an internal fracture. Such am. 
munition, now in the experimental stage, 
might be used with great effectiveness on 
mass concentration of tanks. It is re 
garded as having great potentialities and 
should be available within a few years, 

Progress in development of atomic ar. 
tillery has been especially gratifying, and 
appears to assure the availability of 
atomic weapons for tactical use on ocea- 
sions when mass concentrations of enemy 
troops provide a target of great value. 

Several types of new anti-aircraft 
weapons and ammunition, utilizing radar 
range-finding equipment, are in various 
stages of development. To ward off planes 
flying low to avoid radar detection the 
Army is working on a .60 caliber auto- 
matic weapon that is essentially a ma- 
chine gun. 

For use against fighters or bom»ers 4y- 
ing at altitudes of 8,000 or 10,000 feet the 
Army will rely on the Sky Sweeper, a 75- 
mm fully-automatic radar-controlled gun, 
which is capable of tracking a high-speed 
jet plane. The radar device transmits in- 
stantaneous information as to altitude 
and speed of the enemy aircraft. Some 
of these guns are now under order 
and will probably require some modifica- 
tion after thorough tests are made. Be- 
cause of the complex nature of these 
weapons it will probably take about a 
year and a half to complete deliveries on 
the initial order. 

The 90 mm and 120 mm anti-aircraft 
guns developed during the war are very 
satisfactory against enemy bombers fly- 
ing at altitudes of 20,000 feet and above, 
and at speeds up to 350 miles per hour. 
The use of the proximity fuse gives a high 
degree of accuracy. Better control equip- 
ment is needed for firing at planes of very 
high speed, particularly for jet planes fly- 
ing at or above the speed of sound. Some 
new guns of advanced type are on order, 
which are believed to be capable of track- 
ing supersonic planes. 

Research specialists are working on 
new rockets for use against extremely 
high-flying aircraft, which are expected 
to be effective at ranges up to 60,000 feet. 
These rockets are relatively inexpensive 
and could be used for concentrated fire 
against formations at extreme altitudes. 

Another anti-aircraft field that is being 
explored is in the use of guided missiles. 
Such weapons have not been aeveloped in 


their final form, but the theories have f 


been experimentally tested and compo 
nents produced which give great promise. 
Most of those investigating this field are 
highly optimistic over the potentialities. 

Discussion of information concerning 
the development of these new weapons is 
expected to have the effect of encourag- 
ing Western European countries in de 
veloping their defenses, with the knowl 
edge that in planning resistance they are 
by no means undertaking an impossitle 
task, despite the fact that a potential as- 
gressor possesses a preponderance of 
manpower and assault weapons. Such dis 
closures may also have the effect of de 
terring aggression, by indicating the 
strong possibility that any attack could 
be successfully resisted.

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Win Design Competitions 


Competition sponsored by the Navy Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics for a carrier-based 
antisubmarine airplane has been won by 
the Grumman Aircraft Engineering Cor- 
poration. 

The winning design is for a 21,000- 
pound plane, powered by two R-1820 en- 
gines. Intended for operation from “Jeep” 
escort aircraft carrier in all weather and 
visibility conditions, it is designed to carry 
the latest antisubmarine detection equip- 
ment and weapons. A contract for two 
experimental airplanes is being negoti- 
ated. 

It was also announced that the Bell Air- 
craft Corporation has won the Navy- 
sponsored competition for the design of 
an antisubmarine helicopter. The winning 
design is for a helicopter that will weigh 
13,000 pounds and be powered with a 
single R-2800 engine. A contract is now 
being negotiated with Bell for three ex- 
perimental models. 





New Navy Register

The enterprise bell’s predecessor at the 
Academy is the Japanese Bell given to 
Commodore Perry by the Regent of the 
Loo Choo and presented to the Academy 
by the Commodore’s widow in 1859. Upon 
assuming the post as Superintendent of 
the Academy, however, Admiral Hill de- 
cided that a new precedent in tradition 
should be inaugurated. Seeking a modern 
example of fighting spirit, he found it 
in the Enterprise, whose exploits, he felt, 
compare with those of any ship in naval 
history.

“More hard work, better understand- 
ing, stability of requirement, and coopera- 
tion at squadron, base and command 
levels is needed to continue the improve- 
ment of our product, the individually 
trained personnel of the U. S. Air Force,” 
stated Maj. Gen. Robert W. Harper, Com- 
manding General of the Air Training 
Command at the opening of the Station 
Commanders Conference, 8 June, at Scott 
Air Force Base, Ill. 

General Harper added that he thought, 
despite the high standards and merit of 
Air Force training for both officers and 
enlisted personnel, improvements can and 
must be made—improvements which will 
occur only through the maximum use of 
all facilities and personnel of the 17 bases 
of the Training Command. The General 
continued that to be progressively suc- 
cessful, an organization, military or ci- 
vilian, cannot stand still and, with the 
theme of progress through good hard 
work and better understanding, he for- 
mally welcomed the 12 generals and 22 
colonels to the first regular commanders’ 
conference at the new Air Training Com- 
mand Headquarters. 

Speeches were delivered by General 
Harper and Maj. Gen. Robert W. Burns, 
Vice Commander of the Air Training 
Command and also by staff members of 
Command Headquarters. 

Staff members who delivered speeches 
included Col. A. R. MacMillan, Command 
Inspector General; Maj. Russell W. Tar- 
vin, Command Public Information Offi- 
cer; Col. Henry D. Smith, Personnel; Col. 
Castex P. Conner, Materiel; Col. Castle H. 
Farish, Comptroller, and Col. James H. 
Wallace, Operations. 

Colonel MacMillan, Command Inspec- 
tor General, announced a proposed “code” 
of conduct for all Air Force personnel, 
officer and enlisted, which aroused a great 
deal of interest. 

Colonel MacMillan proposed that the 
Air Force initials, “USAF,” today should 
have another meaning: Upright, Strong, 
Alert, Fair. Along this train of thought 
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the Colonel pointed out that if all grades 
and ranks would adhere to the “USAF” 
code, the Air Force would gain in in- 
creased performance of duty and in- 
creased technical efficiency. 

Another high point in the talks was the 
disclosure of project “PETE,” Product 
Evaluation of Training Effectiveness. 
This project gains information by means 
of questionnaires, interviews, and job 
analysis of recent graduates from techni- 
cal schools within the command. 

During the discussions base comman- 
ders were able to get the benefit of the 
thinking of Air Force Headquarters as 
Lt. Gen. Howard A. Craig, Air Force In- 
spector General; Brig. Gen. Edward H. 
Underhill, Acting Director of Military 
Personnel, Headquarters, Air Force; Col. 
Gabriel P. Disosway and Lt. Col. Gilbert 
L. Pritchard, from the office of the Direc- 
tor of Air Force Training, were partici- 
pants in the informal discussion periods. 

Brig. Gen. John F. McBlain, Scott Com- 
mander, acted as host to the conference.

Honors for Ideas 


The First Air Force at Mitchel AFB. 
N. Y., has announced a program aimed 
at giving “adequate recognition” to off. 
cers and airmen, as well as Civilians, for 
ideas that result in economies and man. 
agement improvements. 

Col. George W. Johnson, First Air Force 
Comptroller, said that First Air Force 
military personnel who submit sugges. 
tions that are adaptable will be accorded 
letters of recognition from their com. 
manders. 

The First Air Force policy in regard to 
awards for airmen and officers is out- 
lined in a directive approved by Maj, 
Gen. Glenn O. Barcus, Commanding 
General. 

“If it is profitable for industry to en- 
courage employees to submit money and 
time-saving ideas, and for government 
agencies to do the same, then it certainly 
follows that the Air Force will benefit 
from suggestions made by its personnel,” 
Colonel Johnson declared. 

He pointed out that in offering an idea 
that may result in economies and im- 
provements an Air Force man is “not 
necessarily looking for a cash award.” 
The author of the idea is interested in 
receiving recognition that may help him 
in his career as an Air Force officer or 
airman, he said. 

“We know from experiences in the 
past,” he added, “that people in the Air 
Force have actually developed ideas that 
would be helpful but have never recorded 
them because there was no recognition 
for such suggestions. Consequently, the 
idea has been lost. 

“Now it is the First Air Force policy 
to review any practical ideas offered by 
its personnel with a view toward dis- 
seminating it to all of its installations 
over an area of eight states.” 

The directive by First Air Force head- 
quarters dealing with economy and im- 
provement ideas states that “adequate 
recognition will be accorded all military 
and civilian personnel whose suggestions 
result in effective economies or improving 
conditions.” 

Provision for cash awards to civilian 
employees for certain types of suggestions 
is already provided for in Executive Order 
9817.

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“A Force in Being” 


The military striking power of enemy 
nations which the United States “will 
face in the future,” Air Force Secretary 
Thomas K. Finletter said this week, “will 
be more powerful than those of the past 
and those of the present.” 

Consequently, * ‘our present plans year 
by year,” he said, “must always be with 
reference to the future striking power 
of our possible enemies as this striking 
power changes, and I fear increases, year 
by year.’ 

The first major address by the Air 
Force Secretary since he assumed office 
was made at commencement exercises at 
the University of Pennsylvania. 


Discussing the primary purpose of the 
Defense Department, which he suggested 
should be a strong “Force in Being,” he 
said that “every choice as to how our 
defense dollars are to be spent” should 
be decided on the basis of “which course 


' will set up the greater deterrent to an 


enemy who might be thinking of attack- 
ing us?” 

Secretary Finletter declared that “only 
with the greatest reluctance” would he 
spend money “for something that was to 
be used after a war was well under way.” 
He said, “our purpose is to stop it from 
getting under way.” 

Three principles which he outlined to 
“guide us in our military policies” were 
“a peacetime Force In Being,” a “joint 
task concept,” and planning ahead. 

The Force in Being, he pointed out, 
should be “so composed and trained, and 
so ready for immediate action, that it 
will be the deterrent to aggression we 
want it to be.” 

“By joint concept,” he explained, “I 
mean figuring out what has to be done 
and then seeing how the combined Army- 
Navy-Air Force team can best go about 
doing it.” This principle, he said, seems 
to extend “to all the arrangements for the 
defense of the free world. Not only to 
those arrangements within each nation 
but also to arrangement among the na- 
tions which have decided to act in con- 
cert.” 

The third principle, future planning, 
“is of the highest importance in the build- 
ing of our Military Establishment,” Mr. 
Finletter said. He indicated that present 
needs must be considered, but added that 
they are “less important than the future 
needs. For, whether we like it or not, 
what we have now is what we will have 
to use to take care of our present needs.” 

He said that it was impossible to give 
a concrete estimate of the power needed 
for the Force In Being, but that he be- 
lieved “that until the world political 
Scene changes for the better ... the inte- 
grated strength of the West, of which the 
United States is the keystone, will have 
to be increased.” 

The Air Force Secretary stated that he

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Research with New “*X”’ Planes 


The U.S. Air Force and the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics pre- 
pared this week to launch a long-range 
research program with the latest of the 
“X” series of experimental aircraft—the 
Northrop X-4 research planes. 

Maj. Gen. Albert Boyd, commanding 
officer of Edwards AFB, Calif., announced 
acceptance of the two X-4s following an 
intensive 18-month testing program con- 
ducted by the manufacturer’s crews. 

The X-4s, tiny, swept-wing planes pat- 
terned after the Flying Wings are not 
designed to fly at supersonic speeds, but 
instead will explore the high-velocity 
band just under the speed of sound. Each 
is powered by two gas turbine engines, 
which enable the planes to make flights 
of comparatively long duration at high 
subsonic velocity. 

The X-4s measure approximately 25 feet 
in span and are about 20 feet long. They 
are built with only a vertical stabilizer 
and rudder, and have no horizontal stabil- 
izers or elevators. Extremely thin, swept- 
back wings, adopted from NACA tunnel 


| experiments, and a small fuselage con- 
tribute to low drag design. 





Atomic Planes 


The Executive Secretary of the Re- 
search and Development Board, Dr. Rob- 
ert F. Rinehart, indicated this week that 
the United States may be able to build 
atomic-powered aircraft by the time the 
Navy’s recently authorized atomic-sub- 
marine is put into operation. 

In an interview on the Defense De- 
partment’s radio program, “Time for 
Defense,” over ABC on 13 June, Dr. Rine- 
hart revealed that “a successful solution” 
toward achieving an atomic-powered 
submarine “is still several years away.” 
He stated, however, that “The most re- 
cent report of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has indicated that progress is 
being made toward the reduction of 
atomic energy to a source of power for 
submarines.” 

He said, “An encouraging note in this 
connection is that the solution of prob- 
lems arising out of the use of atomic 





energy for the propulsion of submarines 
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will represent progress toward the solu- 
tion of other kinds of atomic propulsion 
problems such as those of aircraft.” 


In response to questions asked by news- 
paper columnist Marquis Childs, Dr. 
Rinehart said that “progress is being 
made” in the guided missile field, and 
that “the missiles of today are much 
more effective in terms of guidance and 
control” than those used in World War 
II. 


The Defense program for new weapons 
and devices, he said, “is generally good in 
relation to what we consider to be the 
greatest potential threats.”

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HERE is a genuine need for the establishment of some system of survivors’ bene- 

fits for personnel of the Armed Services. Under present statutes service widows 
and children are not assured of a living income when the head of the family dies. 
Indeed, except for the six months’ pay when death occurs while on active duty, the 
survivors get nothing, unless the deceased comes within one of the special acts. If 
death is attributable to injury or disease incurred in peacetime service the widow 
receives $60 a month with small additions for children. If death is attributable to 
war service this amount is raised to $75. A non-service connected pension of $42 a 
month may be paid if the man served 90 days in World War I or incurred any 
percentage of pensionable disability in World War II, provided that the widow’s 
income is strictly limited. But there are many sets of circumstances under which a 
service man’s family may be left with no income at all. Thus although the need is 
definitely established, Congress and the Services must give careful study to the 
contributory plan now before the House Committee. While the present plan is repre- 
sented before the committee as being parallel to the Civil Service contributory plan, 
it must not be forgotten that after adopting the latter plan Congress increased Civil 
Service pay so that the net take-home pay became higher after the deductions were 
put into effect than it had been before. Again, as now drafted, even though a service 
man may contribute during his entire active career, unless he dies on active duty 
his family loses their rights to benefits and he must then elect to forfeit sizable 
amounts of his retired pay to assure their future. It is entirely possible that the 
present plan may be enacted because it puts the entire burden of cost upon the service 
personnel as individuals. To be really fair, such a plan should be non-contributory 
or pay scales should be raised to offset the proposed deductions. 


ELEASE of the testimony by General Omar N. Bradley before the Senate 

Appropriations Committee gives the public the sobering disclosure that our 
Armed Forces are not now sufficient to fight a major war, nor will they be adequate 
by the end of the next fiscal year. The best that can be expected is that with our 
Allies we will be able to achieve a sufficient force to prevent a crippling attack while 
we bring to bear the collective military and industrial potential with which to win 
the war. Coming at a time when there are optimistic reports of new and devastating 
weapons which may revolutionize warfare, General Bradley’s words serve to place 
our military security in proper perspective. It is true that there has been encouraging 
progress in this country in the development of highly effective weapons. However, 
from design to tactical employment is a long stride. Push-button warfare is still 
a distant mirage. Gadgets will not soon replace military manpower. For the present 
and the immediate future, the somewhat drab picture painted by General Bradley 
is a realistic presentation of what may be expected. Only through the continued 
and balanced development of our forces in being can we hope to repel the assault 
of an aggressor, and still have sufficient force for retaliatory blows to check his 
activities while we mobilize our full strength. The Congress will do well to heed 
General Bradley’s plea for sufficient funds to strengthen our Army, Navy, and Air 
Force in being and to press with vigor the development and procurement of the most 
modern weapons with which to equip them. 


HIS week marks the 175th anniversaries of three great branches of the Army—the 

Corps of Engineers, the Quartermaster Corps and The Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment. Each was organized at the very beginning of our struggle for independence, and 
each has rendered superb service in peace and war. As a by-product of their military 
occupation, Army Engineers mapped the country, dredged the rivers and harbors, built 
public works, made our streams navigable, checked devastating flood waters, built the 
Panama Canal and in countless other ways contributed tremendously to the develop- 
ment, growth and prosperity of the nation. In war combat Engineers have fought with 
rare courage; cleared landing beaches of under-water obstacles, assaulted and demol- 
ished field fortifications, swept mine fields, bridged rivers, and often were in the van of 
our victorious troops. The Quartermaster Corps throughout our history has clothed 
and fed our armies, and at times sheltered and transported them. By the diligence 
and skill of Quartermaster soldiers of all ranks our troops on farflung battlefronts 
throughout the world were supplied with rations, clothing, gasoline, lubricants and 
other essential requirements. It is a tribute to the efficiency of the Corps that the 
American soldier is the best clothed and the best fed fighting man in the world. 
Through peacetime research the Quartermaster Corps is constantly engaged in 
developing better apparel, more nutritious and palatable food, and lighter loads for 
our troops. To The Adjutant General’s Department falls the highly involved task of 
handling the detailed personnel and organization records of the Army. The meticulous 
care with which the many millions of files, covering all of our wars, have been kept 
by The Adjutant General has been invaluable to the Government and to the veterans, 
in determining pensions, rights and benefits and in settling claims. Much of the 
administrative work connected with the mobilization and demobilization of our great 
war armies is assigned to The Adjutant General’s Department which has operated 
with characteristic efficiency. To the Corps of Engineers, the Quartermaster Corps 
and The Adjutant General’s Department the Services extend their warmest congratu- 
lations on the joint anniversary of their birth. 
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Credit for Academy Service 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The Captain, USA, who, in your 20 May 
issue, stated: “No consideration should 
be given to paying longevity for cadet 
service without considering the thousands 
of ROTC honor graduates and integrated 
regulars who graduated from college at 
their own expense, etc.,” is doing a great 
injury to a number of unoffending people, 
and unwittingly harming his own cause. 

I attended an ROTC college in 1925. 
ROTC students were engaged in military 
activity only four to eight hours per 
week. None looked forward to a military 
career, and they could not be subjected 
to military court martial as they were 
civilians. During four summer months, 
June through September, ROTC students 
ceased all military activity (outside six 
weeks camp one summer). 

I left college and enlisted in the United 
States Navy, automatically starting to ac- 
cumulate longevity credit. Over a year 
later, I won an appointment to Annapolis 
in Navy-wide competition. Discharged as 
an enlisted man, I was sworn in, not as 
a civilian, but as “Midshipman, United 
States Navy,” that is, a commissioned 
member of the regular Navy. My next 
four years were the hardest any Ameri- 
can outside of prison undergoes. I was 
subject to military law twenty-four hours 
per day, throughout the year. My every 
action was regulated, even at recreation 
and at meals. 

On Sundays we marched to church, sat, 
rose and knelt to prayer as one body. My 
roommate and I, after four years, even 
breathed together at night in perfect 
time. In summer, our military duties con- 
tinued, without break, on ships at sea. 
When we went on one month’s leave in 
September each year, we went, not as 
civilians, but as members of the national 
military establishment on accrued leave 
of absence. We could be court-martialed 
for any improper conduct committed 
wherever we might be while on that 
leave. 

After graduation, I was commissioned 
as a line officer of the regular Navy. In 
the years following, I used to run across 
men who formerly had been my ship- 
mates when I was an enlisted man. Some 
of them had advanced to high non- 
commissioned officer status, and a few 
had become warrant officers or officers. 
All had spent years in the various naval 
service schools. But, though my four 
years of academy schooling had been in- 
finitely harder than theirs, and though 
my schooling had been of higher valua- 
tion to my government (in that it had 
qualified me to hold a higher postion in 
the organization), nevertheless all my 
former shipmates were four years ahead 
of me in longevity credit. 

For a reason which I do not yet com- 
prehend, I had been penalized four years 
in credit, while continuously earning my 
living as a full-time government em- 
ployee, exactly as they. (I shall be be- 
wildered if the fact of my service is nul- 
lified by the irrelevant complaint of an 
ROTC graduate that he had to pay his 


own expense at college.)

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Guided-Missile Test Centers Assigned to Services—Management and operational 
responsibilities for the armed services’ various guided-missile test centers have been 
redelegated so that each test range will come under the jurisdiction of a single 
service. This move, the Defense Department states, will in no way affect joint-usage 
of all of the test centers for any guided-missile activity of the Army, Navy or Air 
Force. 

Announcement of this management plan follows the redesignation of the Joint 
Long Range Proving Ground at Banana River, Fla., as the “USAF Long Range 
Proving Ground Division.” Originally it was planned for this test center to operate 
under the direction of the Joint Chiefs of Staff wtih the Air Force as executive agent. 
Another step to establish this operational plan was the decision to transfer Holloman 
Air Force Base, Alamogordo, N. M., to the Army which will be the responsible agency 
for both the White Sands Proving Ground and the adjacent Holloman base. The 
Department of the Navy will continue to operate its test center at Point Magu, Calif. 

The realignment of management was made for purposes of economy and 
efficiency. 

At the Florida test center the Air Force has assumed command, management, 
operational and budgetary responsibility, but the installation will continue to function 
for the joint benefit of the three services and in the best interests of the national 
guided-missiles program. The other test ranges will be run in a similar manner. 
Brig. Gen. William L. Richardson, Commanding General, will continue all normal 
command responsibility for the Florida missile center. 

















Canada and Air Defense—Canada is spending a greater proportion of her defense 
budget on the Air Force than are other countries, the Hon. Brooke Claxton, Canadian 
Minister of National Defense, told members of the Aviation Writers’ Association 
meeting in Montreal 2 June. Current figures, he said, show that the United Kingdom 
is spending 29 per cent of her defense budget on her air force, France 30 per cent, 
the United States 34 per cent, and Canada 42 per cent. Mr. Claxton described the 
growth of aviation industry in Canada, pointing out that the “precariousness of 
the wartime transportation on the Atlantic, and all the difficulties of having our 
aircraft supply base as far away as the U. K. were powerful inducements to seek 
self-sufficiency.” 

He described a number of Canada’s air developments, mentioning particularly 
Avro’s CF-100, a two-seater, two-jet, all-weather fighter. “Though I cannot be specific 
as to its performance,” he said, “I can assure you that it has, in its tests so far, given 
every cause for satisfaction. * * * We have already had two successful demonstrations 
of the CF-100 at RCAF Station, Rockcliffe, and Andrews Field, near Washington, 
D. C, * * * It is planned to fly the CF-100 non-stop from Canada to the United King- 
dom. The flight would be the first non-stop flight by a jet fighter across the Atlantic.” 


Far East Command Economies—Minor economies in the Far East Command 
under the economy and management improvement program instituted last year 
totaled about $82,564 the first three months of this year. Included among the minor 
economies reported were: 

Reorganization of the GHQ motor pool permitting reduction of 14 indigenous 
guards; construction of a box for testing small arms, giving mobile small arms 
construction and repair units an immediate, inexpensive and safe method of testing 
small arms and ammunition; organization of surveillance teams for inspecting 
property, resulting in unserviceable items being promptly transferred to Classification 
and Reclamation, thus releasing critically needed and valuable storage space; and 
consolidating a laundry’s extracting and washing departments into one room, result- 
ing in an even flow of work and a reduction in operating personnel. These minor 
economies, accomplished over a wide area, will when continued over a period of time 
add into a savings of significant proportions, the report pointed out. Additionally, 
there were a number of major economies of a continuing nature, as well as major 
management improvements, for which savings in dollars cannot be determined. 


Pacific Trust Territory—Admiral Arthur W. Radford, USN, Commander in Chief 
Pacific, U. S. Pacific Fleet, and High Commissioner, Trust Territory of the Pacific 
Islands, has completed a 14-day tour of the Trust Territory. In his capacity as High 
Commissioner, Admiral Radford maintains a close personal knowledge of the affairs 
of the island peoples. A total of 21 islands and atolls in the Marshall, Caroline, and 
Marianas groups was visited during the current tour. The trip was made via Navy 
seaplane, the USS Rochester, and the USS Suisun. The party used outrigger canoes 
in traveling between islands in the various atolls. While visiting several islands between 
Kusaie and Truk in the Carolines, Admiral Radford utilized the helicopter aboard 
the USS Rochester to land on the islands. 

Capt. A. T. Walker, USN, recently assigned Pacific fleet medical officer, accom- 
panied Admiral Radford. 


Navy Chaplain Honored—Capt. Francis Lee Albert, district chaplain of the 
Fourth Naval District with headquarters in Philadelphia, received the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Humane Letters from Dickinson College at the 177th commence- 
ment 4 June. President William W. Edel, a retired Navy chaplain, conferred the 
degree after Captain Albert had been presented by Rear Adm. Roger E. Nelson, re- 
tired, a member of the faculty. Captain Albert delivered the sermon at the bacca- 
laureate service earlier in the day. 

“Through 32 years of service as a chaplain in the United States Navy,” President 
Edel told Captain Albert in the degree citation, “you went far beyond the required 
duties of your office, and took for your task the interpretation of the Navy, its men 
and officers, their lives and ideals, to the civilian community, and your success in 
this field has meant much to the morale of the Armed Forces in trying times.” 


Army Surgeon General’s Office—Capt. J. T. Gray, MSC, Medical Plans and 
Operations, Division, SGO, has been designated to serve on the Secretary of Defense’s 
Committee on Management, headed by General Joseph T. McNarney. Maj. Gerald 
E. Geise, MSC, is on temporary duty in the Surgeon General’s Office for orientation 
in hospital planning and construction. Lt. Col. Harold P. Larson, MSC, assistant chief 
of the Mobilization Planning Branch, Medical Plans and Operations Division, SGO, 
was official observer during LOGEX 50 at Fort Belvoir, Va., recently. 

Lt. Col. James T. McGibony, MC, chief of the Hospitalization and Operations 
Branch, Medical Plans and Operations Division, SGO, has been designated to represent 





the Surgeon General, Maj. Gen. R. W. Bliss, at the Third Annual Institute of Hospita) 
Administrators, sponsored by the Pan-American Sanitary Bureau, World Health 
Organization. The Institute will be held in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, from 17 June 
through 30. 


Army Tank Program—The Army has completed arrangements for the procure- 
ment of a considerable number of light tanks of a new design. These tanks are fast, 
durable 28-ton models, and represent a considerable advance over comparable weapons 
used in World War II. 

Procurement of these tanks represents something of a departure in standard 
purchasing methods. Heretofore equipment of this character has not been purchased 
in time of peace until it has been fully service tested. In this case the need has been 
so great that complete service tests prior to procurement have been waived in order 
to get into production at the earliest possible time. Tests have been completed on 
the components of the new tank, and there is every indication that it will prove 
highly satisfactory. 

The Army will also procure in the near future a limited number of pilot models 
of a new medium tank, which gives great promise. These will be completely service- 
tested and if satisfactory funds will be requested for their production next year. 

Arrangements have also been made to procure five new heavy tanks. While the 
Army is skeptical about the tactical employment of weapons of this character, because 
of the limited conditions under which they may be utilized, it is felt desirable to 
arrange field tests of these models. Some new features have been embodied in these 
tanks, which, if satisfactory, may be so modified as to be embodied in new designs 
of medium tanks. 


Army Finance Department—Col. Harold S. Ruth, former Fiscal Director Far 
East Command, Tokyo, Japan, and currently assigned to Army Field Forces, visited 
the Office, Chief of Finance recently while in Washington on budgetary matters for 
Army Field Forces. Lt. Col. Nelson B. Hill, formerly Finance Officer, Lima Finance 
Office, U. S. Army, Lima, Peru, also was a visitor en route to his new assignment at 
the Boston Finance Office. 

Maj. John H. Neill, jr., FD-USAR, is currently on a short tour of active duty in 
the Office of the Chief of Finance for the purpose of preparing training material 
for Finance Department personnel of the Organized Reserve Corps. In civilian life, 
Major Neill is Assistant to the President, Union Bank and Trust Company, Mont- 
gomery, Ala. 


Australian Soldiers Honored—Three Australian officers who were closely allied 
to the American Forces during the campaign in the Southwest Pacific were honored 
in the recent King’s Birthday List. General Sir Thomas Blamey, who was commander- 
in-chief of the Australian Military Forces and Commander of the Allied Land Forces 
in the WSPA 1942-45, was promoted to the rank of Field Marshal. Lt. Gen. Horace 
C. H. Robertson, commander of the British Occupation Forces in Japan, and Lt, Gen. 
John Northcott, former commander-in-chief of the British Occupation Forces in 
Japan, were given Knighthoods. 


U. S.-Netherlands Air Exercises—United States and Netherlands Air Forces are 
presently engaged in cooperative air interception exercises. Inasmuch as a considerable 
part of the proposed radar cover over Dutch territory has now been completed and 
the pilots of the newly formed Dutch Meteor Squadrons have reached sufficient 
standard of proficiency in modern interceptor tactics, regular exercises between the 
two Air Forces have become possible and are being held. 

B-29 and B-50 aircraft of the USAF Third Air Division in England are engaged 
in regular training flights to Heligoland over Dutch territory, where the Air Defense 
system then becomes operative and interceptions and attacks by Dutch fighter air- 
craft are attempted. Cinecamera films from both bomber and fighter planes record 
the results attained. 

Though the above is the first sample of direct American cooperation in the 
training schemes of Western European Air Force, common exercises and training 
flights between the countries of the Western Union themselves are regular occur- 
ences. It is now a normal practice that Belgian Meteors as well as French Vampires, 
alone or in small groups, hop over to England to participate in all kinds of fighter 
training with units of the RAF Fighter Commands. The Dutch also are anticipated 
to send their planes over for this kind of thing in the very near future. 

Apart from the benefits individual pilots of the different countries reap from 
these exercises, it is difficult to overemphasize the importance of this common training 
in welding together the Western European Region Air Forces and thus considerably 
increasing their actual effectiveness. 


Naval Officer “Ideal Father’—Lt. Comdr. Harold R. Willis, USN, Naval Receiv- | 


ing Station, Anacostia, D. C., has been selected by The Washington Post as the area’s 
“Ideal Father of 1950.” The Post makes such a selection annually on the occasion

Enlisting in the Navy in 1927, he came up through the ranks the hard 
way—including wartime service in Australia and New Guinea. Each Saturday after 
noon Den 9 meets in the Willis home; and once a month they organize a hike. Willis 
likes to join his gang in basketball drills, chemical experiments and camporees.

Marine Enforces Law on Pacific Isle—A lone United States Marine, Sergea™ 
William W. Sims, holds the responsibility for law enforcement on the island of Truk 
in the Pacific. As Non-Commissioned Officer in Charge of the Truk District Pacific 
Insular Constabulary, Sergeant Sims holds drills and inspections to keep alert the 
small detachment of Truk policemen in his charge. The group enforces law and order, 
acts as the island’s “minute men,” and serves as the fire department in any emergen“y: 
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Foreign Affairs—Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson and General Omar N. 
Bradley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, are in Japan to confer with General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur on our Far Easern defenses. Prevalent speculation 
suggests that the prime purpose of the trip may be the investigation of the proposal 
to establish permanent American military bases in Japan. 

The State Department has under study a projected peace treaty with Japan 
to which the interested powers, with the probable exception of Russia, would be 
signatories. Presumably Russia will decline to participate in any treaty negotiations. 
Nationalist China has been an interested party, but the rise of the Reds in that 
country makes Chinese participation extremely doubtful. 

Mr. John Foster Dulles, consultant on international relations with the State 
Department, is making a special investigation of the proposed treaty and will 
probably be in Japan during the visit of Secretary Johnson and General Bradley. 

Since Japan has renounced war and has no military establishment, the question 
of the security of that country after the withdrawal of occupation troops becomes 
important in any peace settlement. The permanent neutrality of Japan, guaranteed 
by the entire membership of the United Nations, would be one solution. There is 
no assurance that Russia and her satellite countries would agree to such a proposal, 
except on terms unacceptable to the western democracies. 

The victorious sweep of the Communists in China has occasioned a great deal 
of alarm lest an undefended Japan might tempt Soviet-supported Chinese Reds. Japa- 
nese Communists, incited by the Russians, have been increasingly vociferous, and 
withdrawal of American troops would undoubtedly signal increased subversive 
activity among the indigenous Reds. 

Many elements in Japan which have hitherto opposed the leasing of naval and 
air bases to the United States have recently reversed their position. They are now 
urging the Japanese government to invite the American forces to remain after the 
peace treaty has been signed, in order that the protection which the government can- 
not now provide may be extended by the United States. It seems probable that many 
Japanese leaders will seek an opportunity next week to present their views to 
Secretary Johnson, General Bradley and Mr. Dulles. 

En route to Japan by air the Secretary of Defense and General Bradley stopped 
briefly in Hawaii, Guam, the Philippines and Okinawa. In Hawaii they conferred 
with Admiral Arthur W. Radford, Commanding the Pacific Fleet, who recently 
completed an inspection of Naval forces in the Far East. Mr. Johnson and General 
Bradley expect to spend a week in Japan, after which they will return to the United 
States by way of Alaska, inspecting our defenses in that territory. 


In a vigorous address in St. Louis, President Truman harshly denounced the 
Soviet Union and the duplicity of its leaders. He reviewed the policies pursued by the 
Russian government to block all efforts to achieve permanent world peace. He praised 
the progress made by the western democracies in uniting for common defense against 
aggression. The President indicated his hope and belief that these efforts, if con- 
tinued, would ultimately be successful in removing the threat of war. 


Acting under Soviet pressure the Soviet-dominated governments of East Ger- 
many and Poland have reached an agreement making permanent the Oder-Neisse 
boundary between the two countries. This negotiation is in direct violation of the 
declaration of Potsdam, whereby the German boundaries would be regarded as 
temporary until they were determined by a peace treaty. 


The so-called agreement of the puppet governments is a bitter pill for Germany. 
It hands over to Red Poland an area equivalent to nearly one-quarter of Germany’s 
pre-war territory. From this section nearly nine million Germans have been expelled, 
and the current Red regime of Poland has practically absorbed all of the territory 
that it was supposed to be administering under a temporary arrangement. 

An announcement by the ruling Labor party of Great Britain this week rejecting 
closer economic and political integration of Western Europe has amazed and embit- 
tered the French government. The proposal arose out of the Schuman plan for 
merging the production and distribution of coal and steel in France and Western 
Germany. It had been tentatively accepted by France, Western Germany, Belgium, 
Holland, Luxembourg and Italy, and had been praised by President Truman, Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson and Economic Cooperation Administrator Paul Hoffman. 

The main objection of the British Labor Party, announced through its executive 
committee, was that the French proposal conflicts with principles of British Socialism, 
and with Britain’s economic position in the world. The statement says that complete 
economic unity must be excluded because it would involve an unattainable degree 
of uniformity in internal policies of member: nations. It objects to the creation of a 
central authority to have the power of making decisions binding on the member 
countries, since the Socialist government of Britain would be outvoted by non-socialist 
governments of other countries. 

The United States and Netherlands Air Forces are now engaged in cooperative 
air interception exercises over Dutch territory in Europe.

United States transport planes and Naval landing craft are being turned over 
to the associated states of Indo-China under the Mutual Defense Assistance Program. 
Eight C-47 planes, the first of a number destined for this area, were flown to Southeast 
Asia this week. Six 158-foot Navy landing ships are being overhauled at the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard, Bremerton, Wash., preparatory to transfer to Indo-China. 


Dead-Stick Landing for Air Ace—Capt. Charles Yeager, USAF, the faster-than- 


; Sound Pilot who has flown 43 missions in the super-speed X-1 jet plane recently made 
a dead-stick landing at Bergstrom AFB, Tex. Flying an F-86 “Sabre” fighter, Captain

This is the only means where- 
by the burden of recruiting and training 
replacements for all men who enlisted in 
fiscal 1948 and 1949 may be spread over a 
two-year period rather than concentrated 
within a single year. Otherwise it would 
be necessary to recruit and train 9000 men 
during fiscal year 1952.

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Labor and Industry 


In a recent address at the National 
Press Club in Washington, D. C., Mr. C. E. 
Wilson, President of General Motors, de- 
clared that the principles of the new and 
unprecedented labor-management five- 
year contract negotiated by his corpora- 
tion with the United Auto Workers can 
be applied generally throughout industry. 

The new contract, which is highly satis- 
factory both to labor and industry, Mr. 
Wilson said, “is based upon experience, 
logic and principles, rather than on pres- 
sure, propaganda and force.” It provides 
for the maintenance of purchasing power, 
a share for labor in the advancing pros- 
perity of the nation, the achievement of 
higher standards of living, increased in- 
dividual productivity, and _ protection 
against the hazards of life. 

Mr. Wilson pointed out that “co-opera- 
tion and peace, rather than strife and 
industrial warfare will best promote the 
prosperity of the employes, the company 
and all the people, and even strengthen 
the nation.” Continuing Mr. Wilson said: 

“The problem is to work out an Ameri- 
can solution for the relations of labor 
and industry, and not attempt to adopt 
the philosophy of class conflict from Eu- 
rope, either from the Communists and 
Socialists on the one hand, or the cartel- 
thinking, non-competitive reactionaries 
on the other. A continuation of shot-gun 
bargaining on the pattern familiar in the 
coal industry certainly will not contrib- 
ute to the prosperity of our country, or 
satisfy our people. 

“... It is our hope that this agreement 
will set a pattern for bargaining based 
on principles that will insure industrial 
peace and prosperity, and minimize strife 
and industrial warfare.” 


Shipping Legislation 

Long-range shipping legislation has 
cleared the committees of both Houses 
of Congress and now awaits action by 
their respective chambers. 

The Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee has reported a 
series of measures designed to aid the 
American Merchant Marine, headed by 
S. 2786. A companion long-range measure 
(HR 5346) has been favored by the House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries Commit- 
tee and is awaiting its turn on the House 
calendar. 

In the Senate, Majority Leader Scott 
Lucas (D-Ill.), has promised a two-day 
maritime session before the end of June. 

Designed to overcome the present stale- 
mate in the shipping and shipbuilding in- 
dustries, the Senate long-range bill would 
extend construction aid to American ves- 
sels engaged in foreign commerce with- 
out requiring route operation; permit the 
trade-in under terms and conditions of 
existing law, of vessels after they reach 
the age of 12 years (instead of 17) in 
order to start promptly a replacement 
program and avoid block obsolescence of 
the war-built fleet; permit earlier amorti- 
zation of capital investment through 
accelerated depreciation not in excess of 
10 per cent per year; permit the Federal 
Maritime Board to recompute life ex- 
pectancy of reconstructed vessels for de- 
preciation purposes; permit non-recourse 
government loans on large passenger ves- 
sels of the type now afforded for agri- 
cultural loans by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation; and permit the deposit of 
shipping earnings in a construction re- 
serve fund, with tax deferment if the 
money is reinvested under specified con- 
ditions in the building or acquisition of 
new vessels.

Survivors Benefits 

(Continued from First Page) 
is in answer to suggestions by the Presi- 
dent. He stressed that it would be self 
supporting as far as it affects active-duty 
personnel, but that it may turn out that 
only experience will determine whether 
the working of the plan as it relates to 
retired personnel will be without cost to 
the Government. 

Captain Hoyt informed the committee 
that the formula contained in the plan 
is the same as for Civil Service and For- 
eign Service with respect to survivors 
benefits, but that the contributions are 
higher in this bill, one per cent being the 
deduction in the other Services, and 1.4 
per cent of basic pay in the proposed bill. 
The three lowest grades would contribute 
about six-tenths of one per cent of their 
pay. 

As pointed out by Captain Hoyt, the 
bill provides for a widow’s benefit of 25 
per cent of the highest basic pay of any 
rank or grade satisfactorily held at any 
time, or one and one-quarter per cent of 
the highest basic pay of any rank or 
grade satisfactorily held multiplied by 
years of service as defined in section 412 
of the Career Compensation Act. In ad- 
dition the benefit for each surviving child 
would be $360 yearly up to a total of 
$900. It the widow dies prior to remar- 
riage and the child or children survive 
the widow, the widow’s annuity plus $360 
a child in excess of the first one would 
be divided among the children. The wid- 
ow’s pension goes to the children and is 
divided among them but one child’s pen- 
sion is subtracted. 

Children’s benefits would stop at 18 
years of age or if attending a recognized 
educational institution the benefit would 
continue until the age of 21. If a child 
is mentally incompetent or physically in- 
capable of earning his own living, the 
pension may be continued. 

Elaborating the contents of the bill 
further, Captain Hoyt stated that the 
lowest three grades would pay in fifty 
cents a month and the widow would be 
paid between $18.75 and $35 a month. 

Reservists called to active duty for an 
extended period would have protection 
while on duty. If retired under existing 
law they would have the same privileges 
as Regulars—that is, they could share 
their annuity or retired pay with their 
survivors. 

Active duty personnel would have, by 
a contemplated amendment, 60 to 120 
days in which to decline to participate 
in the plan. 

If participating personnel die without 
dependents, their estate would be paid 
the amount they had paid in. 

As figured by the Service Board, there 
would be an intake, in 1951, of $23,000,000, 
and $1,127,065 would be paid out. The 
amount not needed would be turned in 
to the U. S. Treasury for investment. In 
5 years, $137,000,000 will have been paid 
in and about 5 million dollars will have 
been gained in the way of interest. Dur- 
ing that time there will have been paid 
out 22 million dollars, leaving a balance 
of 114 million dollars in the fund. 

It is planned to amend the bill by pro- 
viding that declination to participate 
must be made in writing; that there shall 
be a benefit of 25 per cent across the 
board, based on length of service; and 
the benefit is to be based on the basic 
pay of the rank or rating held at the 
time of death. A further planned amend- 
ment would care for a widower as for a 
widow. 

Payment would cease in the case of a 








widow if she remarries. 

Should personnel decline to elect a de- 
duction during active service but elect a 
deduction on retirement, this may be done 
but at an increased cost. 

Following is the table of deductions 
and the sequent benefits as provided in 
the proposed bill:

Texts of statements presented to the 
committee follow: 
Admiral William M. Fechteler, USN 


“Tt is a very great pleasure to me personally 
to appear before this Committee today. After 
having worked with you for such a long pe- 
riod last year when you were considering the 
Career Compensation Act, I feel as if I were 
back home again among old friends. It is 
gratifying to know that you gentlemen, who 
have devoted so much of your time to the 
problem of a career plan for the members of 
the Armed Forces, and who, therefore, have 
such an intimate knowledge of this subject, 
are today conducting the hearings on H.R. 
8035. We in the Services are keenly aware of 
the intense interest which each of you have 
in our personal welfare. 

“‘T, personally, heartily endorse the general 
provisions of H.R. 8035. I consider it an es- 
sential companion piece to the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949. I did not feel, however, 
that as Commander in Chief U. S. Atlantic 
Fleet, I should recommend its enactment until 
I had determined whether its provisions were 
actually desired by the officers and men in 
general. 

“In order to satisfy myself on this point I 
had a survey conducted among the officers 
and men of the Fleet. In conducting this sur- 
vey an officer on my staff went aboard a cruis- 
er, four destroyers, and an auxiliary ship. 
These vessels were chosen at random. When 
aboard each vessel this officer talked to 
groups of officers and men assembled from 
the off-duty sections. In this way an absolute 
cross section of the ship’s complement was 
interviewed. The provisions of the Bill (H.R. 
8035) were explained to each group, and all 
questions from the group answered in so far 
as possible. The groups were then dismissed. 
A few days later they were reassembled by 
the ship’s officers and asked to indicate wheth- 
er they favored enactment of the measure or 
opposed it. No attempt was made to exert 
any influence or pressure on any one. It was 
clearly explained that the information wanted 
was the individual opinion of each person in 
connection with the proposed legisiation. 

“The results of this survey are as follows: 

“Total number interviewed—1611*. For— 
72%. Against—28%. 

‘**Of the above total 73 were officers. 

“An analysis of those who opposed the 
measure was made and it was found that 
approximately 83% of those opposed were 
single and under 21 years of age. I do not 
attach much significance to the opinions of 
these young men because they were asked 
to evaluate a measure for which neither their 
experience nor responsibilities provided a suf- 
ficient qualification. Therefore, I conclude 
that the overwhelming majority of the per- 
sonnel of the Atlantic Fleet in whose judg- 
ment we can rely are in favor of the enact- 
ment of this Bill into law. 

‘“‘My main purpose in appearing here today 
has been to bring you this expression from 
the Fleet which I hope will give you assurance 
if not assistance, in your deliberations. As I 
stated before, my personal feeling is that this 
is a very fine measure and a very appropriate 
supplement to the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949. I believe it will contribute immeasur- 
ably to the feeling of well-being among the 
officers and men of the Service. The fact that 
they indicate a willingness to contribute suffi- 
ciently from their pay to make the measure 
self-supporting is a convincing indication of 
the need felt for such a plan. 

“The technical features of the Bill will be 
presented by others who are scheduled to ap- 
pear before you. I desire, however, in con- 
clusion to express my appreciation for your 
courtesy in permitting me to appear here for 





the purpose of giving you the views of the 
officers and men of the Fleet.”’ 


Maj. Gen. Clovis E. Byers, Deputy Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1—Dept. of the Army 

“The Department of the Army wholeheart- 
edly concurs in the purpose and intent of this 
bill. Innumerable pathetic experiences of the 
destitute widows and orphans of deceased 
personnel of the uniformed services bear grim 
witness to the need for its immediate enact- 
ment. 

“It is admittedly the duty and responsibil- 
ity of the head of a family to provide for 
his dependents. This bill sets up the neces- 
sary machinery for personnel of the uni- 
formed services to discharge that obligation. 
The pay deductions made during the indi- 
vidual’s lifetime will provide the money neces- 
sary after his death. 

“Stability and security are pillars of the 
American way of life which the requirements 
of the services deny families of uniformed 
personnel. 

“‘At the end of the road, it is essential that 
these pillars be provided to support what 
remains of the family structure. 

“Provision for this will be effected by the 
enactment of this bill which permits person- 
nel of the uniformed services to pay while 
they live that their dependents may live on 
what they paid.’’ 


Vice Adm. J. W. Roper, Chief, Bureau of 
Personnel, U. S. Navy 


“It gives me great pleasure to appear be- 
fore you in support of H.R. 8035, a bill drafted 
to provide benefits for survivors of members 
of the uniformed services, and designed to 
be self-supporting by means of the contribu- 
tions of the service members. 

“The bill is divided into four titles: 

“‘Title I sets forth definitions and generally 
follows those contained in the Career Com- 
pensation Act. 

“Title II contains the provisions relating 
to benefits for survivors of active service 
members. 

‘*Title III contains the provisions relating 
to benefits for survivors of retired service 
members. The actuarial equivalent method is 
employed to determine retired pay deductions 
considered necessary to make the fund self- 
supporting. 

“Title IV contains general provisions with 
respect to administration. 

“This proposed legislation will fill a long 
standing gap in the serviceman’s career pro- 
visions. It constitutes another step of progress 
in modernization of laws providing for the 
men and women in the cervice of our country. 
It is a logical complement to the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949, to which your com- 
mittee and staff devoted many arduous hours 
and which has had such beneficial effect upon 
the morale of the services. 

“The proposed law will permit the services 
to guarantee to a serviceman’s family a se- 
curity it now lacks. Family security has be- 
come a part of the American way of life, 
enjoyed by many employees of industry and 
by members of the Civil and Foreign services, 
through Social Security and independent pen- 
sion plans, and combinations of these systems. 

“‘Under present laws, the serviceman who 
retires, either for disability or by reason 
of completing a prescribed period of service. 
receives retired pay so long as he lives, but 
it is stopped at his death and no portion of 
his retired pay is continued for the benefit 
of his survivors. The serviceman who dies 
while on active duty leaves to his survivors 
only the Government’s six months’ pay gra- 
tuity plus what may be provided by Veterans’ 
laws, under specified limited conditions, in 
the form of a small pension, provided the 
death of the serviceman is service-connected. 
The lack of any adequate form of continuing 
survivor benefits for servicemen generally has 
created many sad situations requiring appeal 
to relief agencies for assistance. 

“‘At the time that the Career Compensation 
Act was under consideration various members 
of the House Armed Services Committee, and 
also the President, indicated that they con- 
sidered it highly desirable that the Services 
incorporate into the system of retirement ben- 
efits some provision for survivor benefits. Con- 
sequently, I am convinced that it is unneces- 
sary to stress to you gentlemen the merits 
of this legislation. I am confident that such 
legislation will be of tremendous value in 
further strengthening the morale of the Serv- 
ices and strongly urge its enactment during 
the present session of the Congress. 

“The proposed legislation has been coordi- 
nated within the Department of Defense but 
has not yet been cleared by the Bureau of 
the Budget.”’

Aviation Safety Awards 


Thirty-six U. S. air lines on 14 June 
were named winners of the National 
Safety Council’s 1949 aviation safety 
awards in recognition of their contribu. 
tion to safe air transportation. 

Thirty-five of these domestic, territoria] 
and overseas air carriers, flying sched- 
uled passenger runs, went through the 
entire year of 1949 without a passenger 
or crew fatality, accumulating a total of 
almost six billion passenger-miles. A 
passenger-mile represents one passenger 
carried one mile. 

Although it failed to complete 1949 
without a fatal accident, American Air- 
lines set a new all-time record by flying 
4,476,739,000 passenger-miles between 28 
Dec., 1946, and 29 Nov., 1949, when its rec- 
ord was broken. American will receive a 
four-billion-mile award. 

Two other air lines will receive awards 
for two billion miles as well as for com- 
pleting 1949 without a fatality. They are 
United Air Lines with 2,098,210,000 passen- 
ger-miles since 17 June, 1948, and Pan 
American Airways with 2,085,112,000 pas- 














senger-miles since 15 April, 1948. =
